burg to witness the Thursday’s great 
historic event— the inauguration of the 
Russian parliament. 
The

government 
might attempt to dissolve the parlia­ 
ment befo.re it had the opportunity of 
accomplishing anything are vanishing 
and despite tho bomb outrage at Mos­ 
cow during the day and the continued 
irreconcilable attitude of the extreme 
revolutionists there is a more hopeful 
feeling that Russia may enter smooth- 
‘v into parliamentary 
life. 
This is 
due not only to the moderate attitude 
of the Constitutional Democratic ma­ 
jority, whose leaders with admirable 
self-restraint are holding the extrem­ 
ists in check, hut to the manifest de­ 
sire of the government to avoid a con­ 
flict. 
The 
cabinet has 
announced a 
policy of hands-off, practically saying 
that the parliament shall have carte 
blanche and that so long as it does not 
attempt to meddle with the fundament­ 
al laws of the empire the parliament 
w ill he allowed to offer its own so’u- 
tion for the crying agrarian problem. 
W ith this 
attitude of the 
govern­ 
ment. if it is sincerely carried out, the 
Constitutional Democrats are content. 
They believe their final victory, when 
the emperor will he forced to grant a 
constitution, 'i s not far off— a 
few i 
months at most— especially if in the 
meantime they are permitted to ac­ 
complish 
something 
tangible 
to 
strengthen themselves with tim coun­ 
try. 


Does Not W a n t a Premier. 


M. Naboukcloff, the 
leader of the 
Constitutional Democrats, during the 
day said frankly that his party has no 
desire to have a premier and cabinet, 
even if it could. 
Such responsibility 
would place 
it upon the 
defensive. 
while by remaining in opposition, with 
the country behind it, tile chances of 
forcing a complete surrender are in­ 
creased. 
The little group of Socialists of the 
extreme 
left has not yet 
shown its 
hand, but without the Constitutional 
Democrats 
it will 
be powerless 
to 
force a conflict. 
The Octoberists, in 
the conter are 
a negligible quantity 
and with tile present temper at Tsars- 
koe Scio the small group of reaction­ 
aries sings low. 
The 
programme o

the winter palace, where the emperor

the 
throne, has been arranged with all the 
pomp of the Russian 
state function. 
The entire 
imperial fam ily 
and the 
court, the former in ancient Russian 
costumes and the latter in court dress, 
imperial aides-de-camp, ministers, gen­ 
erals, admirals, officers of the guard 
regiments, 
marshals of the 
nobility 
and such governors-general and m ili­ 
tary commanders of the army corps as 
are in St. Petersburg, the mayors and 
city council 
of St. 
Petersburg and 
Moscow, under command of the holy 
synod, are all commanded to attend. 
The chiefs of missions were invited

C razed by Drink. 
The story told by the unfortunate 
man was in effect tfiat he had been

He 
had a ticket on his person good from 
I Bemidji to Texas and he also had a

stances of his trip) from Bemidji to St. 
Cloud lu* said ho remembered nothing 
after he had left Bemidji, and if ho 
took poison, as it was claimed, ho did 
not remember buying the same. He 
did recall being switched around in the 
yards somewhere an i he presumes that 
it was at Brainerd, although ho was 
not sure of 
that.

jjortor he stated that ho had had some 
little trouble and this had caused him 
to take to drink, but he appeared to be 
very repentant over the whole matter 
and swore if he ever got out of this 
muddle that ho would never touch 
whiskey again. 


L a u d a n u m B o u g h t at B ra in erd . 
Tho j)oison which Miles took was 
bought at Brainerd and the strange 
thing about the whole affair is that he 
claims that ho does not remember one 
thing about being in Brainerd, and can­ 
not recall having bought the laudanum. 
Ho states that he was crazy at tho time 
or he never would have taken it. Tho 
small vial had the label of a Brainerd 
drug store on it, but tho bottle was 
thrown away or was lost in the confu­ 
sion after the man had been removed 
to tho platform on the train, and the 
namo of tho firm cannot be recalled. 


Called for W i f e and B ro th er . 
While at the hospital in a delirious 
condition last night ho called for his 
wife and his brother and it was by this 
means that his identity was first estab- 
lisned. He is a brother of C. II. Miles, 
of Bemidji, and tho latter was notified 
at once. The unfortunate man has a 
wife and several children living at Be­ 
midji, and during the hours of his 
restlessness ho called out for them in en­ 
dearing terms, at times half moaning 
and half crying as though his mind was 
weighted with anguish. 
He had worked 
for his brother at Bemidji for about a 
year and had decided to go to Texas to 
look over the country, as he expressed 
it. 
He said there was no motive for tho 
rash act and he cannot account for his 
rash actions at all. 
Miles is a man about 35 years of age 
and was apjiarently well dressed and 
seemed not to lack for money.

Powerful Naval Tugs Manage to Get 
Her Off the Bar. 
Norfolk, Va., May 
7.—The battle­ 
ship Rhode Island was floated during 
the evening after having been aground 
on the York Spit bar since Saturday 
morning. 
It was due to the efforts of 
four powerful naval tugs, the Uncas, 
Wahneta, Hercules and Mohawk that 
the big warship was drawn from tho 
sandbar. 
She was floated at high tide 
at 
0:30 o’clock 
p. rn. 
The 
United 
States cruiser Minneapolis stood by 
and saw the Rhode Island pulled oh 
tile shoals, and would have assisted in 
getting her off but for her inability to 
get a hawser aboard the battleship. 
When tile naval tugs reached tho 
stranded warship, after a thirty-mile 
run from the Norfolk navyyard, they 
found the Rhode Island’s bow high on 
the shoal at the eastern entrance to 
York river. 
Early in th** morning tile 
cruiser Minneapolis endeavored to get 
a line aboard the Rhode Island’s stern, 
with the assistance of the naval tug 
Uncas. 
In maneuvering, 
the Uncas 
was iii collision with the Rhode Island 
and carried away part cf her rail. 
Later the 
Mohawk went 
aground 
alongside 
the Rhode 
Island, 
while 
passing a hawser aboard that vessel, 
but eventually got afloat. 
Efforts to float the Rhode Island at 
high tide in the morning did not move 
the vessel. 
At low tide the battleship 
was drawing twenty-four feet of water 
aft and eighteen forward. 
Water was 
pumped from (he forward tanks aft 
and every piece of movable materia! 
was shifted from the forward part of 
the ship vv it Ii the view of lightering 
that 
quarter. 
In 
the afternoon ‘ tile 
naval tugs tandemed up, at high tide, 
for a try at the battleship. 
Their ef­ 
forts were successful. 
The Rhode Is­ 
land then dropped anchor in the mouth 
of York river and will come to H a m i l ­ 
ton -Roads in the morning. 
The extent of the injury to the ship 
is not known. 
It develops that there 
was no native pilot taken aboard the 
vessel when she entered the capos. 
The Virginia pilots say that one was 
offered, hilt refused. 
No tither pilot 
would have undertaken to take the 
ship to York bay.
